AS TO BSTRIKES

SOME STATISTICS

[FIOM A STAFF CORRESPOXDENT.]
Wasarscroy, July 12.—Major 8. G.
Brock, ehief of the Burean of Statistics,
makes an suthoritative statement of the
position of the Republican party on strikes
and lockouts, with especial reference to the
Homestead trouble.  Last Thursday Senator
Voorbees, in his speech on the Homestead
riots, boldly charged these riots aod the
frequency of strikes generally to Republi-
can tarift legislation. Major Brock says
statistics are against Senator Voorhees

“In apswer to your inguiry,” he replied,
] should say that such a conclusion or
staiament, no matter from what source it
may come, is a great absurdity, as any
thinking person who will free himself from
prejudice wil! very soon perceive. In the
first place, it is claimed by advocates of
protection. and practically admitted by all,
that & proiective tarifl is not only made for
that purpose, but does in fact increase the
wages of laborers, both skilled and un-
skilled It is well known that the work-
men st Homestead in the Carnegis mills,
gt well &8s those in similar man-
uiactories throughout the TUnited
States, receiva double the wages
that are paid workmen in English factories
for the same class of labor; and they receive
more than double the wages that are paid
in Belginm, the next largest iron-producing
and iron-manufacturing country. Now, isit
not very reasonable and just toeonclude that
there will be less discontent and much less
liability to strikes in a community where
wages are high than in one where they are
low? So that, in fact, so far from a protee-
tive tarifl, which more or less incresaes
wages, causing strikes, it is in faot a pre-
ventive of strikes ™

Figures to Uphold the Argumont,

*‘Have you any figures handy that will
aphold this view?"

“Yes," replied Major Brock, taking up a
big blue covered octavo volume. *“‘Here,
for instance, is the British report on the
strikes and lockouts of 1890, presented to
both Houses of Parlinment by command of
Her Majestv. This report was printed in
1891 in London. Here is a large volume of
nearly 400 pages, which is & very full and
complete annlvsis of the strikes and lock-
outs in the United Kingdom, France, Ger-
many and the United States. From this
report we lesrn that in 1890 there were in
the United Kingdom 1,026 strikes, affecting
393,981 persons. lo the United States,
during the same year, there were 927
sirikes, affecting 219,915 persons; in Ger-
many 45 strikes, aflecting 45,800 persons,
and in Fravee 31 strikes, aflecting 98,700
persons.  You -will see that there was a
greater number of strikes in the United
Kingdom than in the United States, not-
withstanding there is what is termed “free
trade™ in the Queen’s domains

“But it shonld be remembered that in
18%0 the populatl «« of the United Kingdom
was 37,464,001, while in the United States
the population was 62,622,250, and that the
number of strikes in proportion to the pop-
ulation of Great Britain was nearly doubie
the number in the United States Further-
more these sirikes mentioned in the Brit-
ish report do not include the numerous
bread riots prevalent in Europe, but un-
known in this country. resulting from the
irequent suffering of the people for food.

Comparative stutements of Strikes,

“It uppears, as you will find by figuring
out the proportion, that each strike io the
United Kingdom aflected on the average 352
persous, while each strike in this country
affected but 237 persons, =0 that a much
greater number of emgluyl-n were involved
in labor troubles in the Kicgdom of Great
Britain thaz in this Republic. From this
vou will see that strikes nrevail toagreater
extent and sre more disasirous in Great
Britain than they are bere.  There is very
much Jess oecavion for strikes in this eoun-
try, beeanse it is an undisputed fact that the
condition of the working people of America
is far superior to the condition of the labor-
ing classes in the United Kingdom. Onilya
little refloction is necessary to convince nuy
one of this tact

“Asa rul ethe working people of the
United States own their own homes. This
is very rurely the casein any European
country. We are told that in the city of
lweds, a grest manufacturing center of
England, with a population of over 200,000,
not & workd owns the home in which
he lives; while at Homestead over 60 per
cent of the mill workers have homes of their
own, Suel 15 largely the case in all the
wanulacturing towns of the United States,

Statisties of the Savings Banks.

*Again, whal do the statisties of onr sav
ings bunk deposits show? In 1890 the de-
posits in the savings banks of the United
States were $1,524 542 506 and 4,258,625 de-
positors; the average to each depositor wus
$398 04. There are less than one-fourth
this number ol depositors and one-third of
the amount of depoesits in the United King-
dom.™

“What about the statement that the Me-
Kinley tarift encouragel strikes and in-
creased the profits of the owners of thess
iron and steel mills, but was oppressive to
the workers?"

“Such statements are sheer nonsenso, as
vou will readily see when you understand
that the McKialey bill di¢ not inorease the
tarifl on leading manufactures of iron and
siecl, For instance, on struetural iron, such
as beams, girders, ete., the tariff under the
recent tarlfi law is 9-10 of 1 eent per pound:
under the old law it was 13 eents per
pound. There is a reduction on boiler and
other plate iron or steel, also on forgings of
iron or steel. There is also a reduction on
steel ingots, blooms, slabs, billets and bars,
ete.”™ MF.L

Jumes Masterson, Propristor of a f hooting
Gallery, is Shot by Ono of His Fatrons
—The Shooter Arrested and the Vietim
Moy Die. X

James Masterson, proprietor of a shooting
gallery on Penn avenue, near Twenty-fifth
street, was shot last night, with a flobert
rifle in the hands of George Geis, a driver
for Andrew Ratajewiski, the Polish under-
taker at Twenty-second street. The shoot-
ing was smccidental. The wound inflicted
will in all probability prove fatal.

About 10 o'clock last night Geis, and two
companions, George Wifll and William
Shea, also drivers for Ratajewiski, went
into Masterson's gallery to try their skill
as marksmen, All were conriderably under

the influence of liquor. They were shoot-
ing at clay pigeons, and Geis, who
was shooting, was unable to
hit any of them. Masterson

who is better known as “‘Redbird,” said
okingly, “"You can’t hit s bird.” *Can’t
{ replied Geis, “I can hit you and you're
st gird.‘ * Swinging the gun around he
inted it at him. Masterson only laughed,
E:t the gun exploded. The ball struck
Masterson above the right eye, and lodged
somewhere in the head. The shoo! was
done with a22-caliber target rifle.

Masterson was removed to the West Penn
Hospital, and Geis was placed under arrest
and removed to the Tweltth ward police
sistion. Masterson came to Pittsburg from
Kansas City about ten years ago. He
worked around the poolrooms for some
time, and then was engaged and served as
nurse, st the West Penn Hospital for tour
years. He then started the gallery, in
which he was shot. He is about 45 vears
of sge and unmarried. He has only been
out of the West Penn Hospital a few days,
having been eonfined there for six weeks
with poneumonin, Lust night the hospital
autborities stuted that be could not possibly
live until morning.

Little Hope Left for the Distinguished
Murderer of D. H. Posten.

ALL DECISIONS ARE AGAINST HIM,

The Fupreme Court Baying That He Must
Hang for His Crime,

REVENGE TO EE METED OUT BY THE LAW

——

IEPRCTAL TELEGRAM TO THE DINPATOR.!

Mewmrals, July 12—Colonel H. Clay
King, the murderer of David H. Posten,
arrived in the city last evening from Jack-
son after the decision of the SBupreme Couri
was rendered afirming the sentence of death
passed on him by the lower court. The
sentence of the Court fixes the date of exe-
cution at August 12 Colonel King re-
fused to talk, further than to say that he
expected the law to take its course, that he
favored no petition for communation or
pardon, and that he was prepared to die,
though he denounced the decision of the
Court as an infamous ountrage and a judicial
murder.

March 10, 1891, Colonel King shot David
H. Posten on Main street at noontide,
The wounded man was removed fo the
private infirmary of Mitchell & Maury,
where e died the following evening. The
killing was one of most romantic stories
ever told.

In 1884 Colonel King was engaged as the
attorney of Mrse M. E. Pillow, widow of
Gideon E. Pillow, known to fame as the
hero of the Pillow massacre on the Missis.
sippi river, Mra Pillow was a handsome,
well-preserved woman of 40 when Colonel
King met her.

Prominence of the Murdersr,

He was a lawyer prominent in his pro-
fession, the author of several law books; for
12 years Attorney General of the Siate of
Tennessee, distinguished as a soldier, he
being the gallant eavalry leader of King's
Cavalry during the war. Soon Colonel
XKing found it convenient to move his
residence to Lee county, Ark., where he
owned a valuable plangation, which he
leased to Mrs, Pillow, He left his fami:i
in Memphis; however, and seandal coupl
his name with that of Mrs. Pillow.

Three years later Mra  Pillow moved to
Memphis, whereupon Colonel King sent hig
family to the Arkamxas plantation, himself
remaining here, boarding with Mra. Pillow,
to whom he rented the house, his family
having moved out. What the relations of
Colonel King and Mra. Pillow were can
only be guessed at. On the trial of Colonel
King that guestion was asked 'him on the
witness stand. Assuming a dramatic atti-
tude he said to the Attorney General in
reply: “You have doubtless read ‘David
Copperfield;" you remember he was un-
happily married; that he loved another with
a pure love, hoping when his wife died to
make her his second wife. Mra Pillow was
my Agnes; I was her David.”

His Agnes Wouldn't Trust Him,

But his Agnes was afraid to trust him,
and when, under her behest, he transferred
to her all bis property in Lee couuty on the
condition that she would not record the
transfer, she violated her part of the agree-
ment by doing so, This was the beginning
of the disagreement which followed, The
end was that Colonel King filed s suit
against Mrs. Pillow, asking that she be
compelled to vacate tin plantation, on the
ground that no consideration was given.

This suit was kept out of the papers for
months, and when at leogth it was pub-
lished, it created s tremendous sensation.
Following the publication Mrs. Pillow filed
& cross bill containing the most sensational
matter imaginable. Among other things
was the charge that Colonel King had heard
matters concerning his wife trom n negro
that wonld enable him to procure a divorce
from her. This paragraph furnished the ex-
?u“ed.'mah led to the tragedy which tol-

ow

Mra. Pillow had employed David H,
Posten to prosecute her suit. March 10,
1801, H. Cll{’Kiug shot Posten. The next
day he =aid had shot in defense of his
wife’s honor, and cized the paragraph in
question to support his statement.

A Defensn on Several Polnts,

In the trial that followed the defense was
self-defense, provocation and insanity, and
the strange spectacle was presented of a
lawyer and author, whose own books were
quoted on the trili, ocoupying the witness
stand for two days, successfully baffling two
of the ablest oriminal lawyers of the State,
and vet his defense was insanity, The trial
lasted 33 days, and resulted in a econviction,
the jury remsining out only two hours. He
appealed to the Snpreme Court, and it was
given out that he would argue his own case.
Attorney General Pickles got wind of his
line of defense and took the wind out of his
sails, so that at the last moment Colopel
King refused to speak.

Chief Justice Turney was taken ill after
the hearing, end no decision was rendered
for three weeks. It was adverse fo the
Eriwner in every point raised, Justice

nodgrass alone dissenting.

Perhaps the case stands alone in the his-
tory of criminals in the State. Although
16 months have elapsed since the murder,
snblio indignation has increased rather than

iminished, and when a petition was cir-
culated asking for a commutation toim-
prisonment for life, straightway another pe-
tition was gotten out, beseeching the Gov-
ernor not tointerfere, and the Iatter peti-
tion has two signers to the other's one.

Revenge Sreoured Through the Law,

The four brothers of Posten came out in a
card setting forth that their first idea was
revenge, that having finally agreed to let
the law take its course they were satisfled
with the conviction and begring all good
citizens not to sign the petitions asking ex-
ecutive clemency.

It is almost certain that Governor Bu-
chauluiwil; not h;urfem. King dcl:ea lm':t
cryacz t, the people want to see the law
enforced, and there is little doubt that
Colonel King will swing on the 12th day of
Augnst next, in which case he will be the
first so distinguished a vietim of the law’s
vengeance since the case of Dr. Webster, of
Boston, back in the fifties,

FEAGMENTS OF THREE MEN

Gathered Up Afior & Terrific Explosion of
Giant Powder in a Cabln,
HELEXA, MONT., July 12—One of tha
most shocking incidents ever recorded was
made known to-day when pieces of human
flesh, bones and clothes were found seat-
tered sbout the wreek of & miner's eabin
near the Buckeye mine, 12 miles east of
Townsend. David J. Bernet, Peter Me-
Donald end Daniel Wallnee lived in the
eabin. Dauring & thunder storm yesterday,
a terrific explosion was heard. It was sup-
to be a shock of thunder until to-day,
when portions of the bodies of the men were
found blown to stoms
It is not known what caused the explosion
or how many pounds of giant powder were
in the cabin. The cabin was torn into
kindling wood. Whallace's body was found
about 50 feet away., The other es were
literally torn to &i:oea. It took three
hours to gather up remains ol the men.
